Danger of Ice Breaking Up. 


The ice between us and the base 
may begin to break up at any time, 
and so we must be on the job con- 
tinuously with radio, lookout and 
strict rules to prevent the trans- 
portation party from getting 
caught on an ice floe that would 
drift out to sea. The men are safe, 
so long as We can keep our glasses 
on them, but in case of fog or 
snow, the ice party and the ship 
lookout lose track of each other.

This was pronounced suc- 
cessful and Rickard apparently was 
improving until Friday night when 
he suffered a relapse. The pro- 
moter rallied for a time and some 
hope was held for his recovery un- 
tf early yesterday.

for the five civilized tribes, that 
Pine is using his political ap- 
pointees now in the Department of 
Justice, namely, Selby and Parmen- 
ter, to aid him in carrying out 
this dastardly conspiracy, and that 
Pine, in my opinion, is co-operat- 
ing with John Collier, a notorious 
Indian agitator. who is actively en- 
gaged in a conspiracy to destroy 
me and the Indiana service.” 

Beilby testified that the evidence 
he had collected for three years 
prior to last June and which he 
would have presented to the grand 
jury was to the effect that Mrs. 
Barnett had married the Indian 
with a view of obtaining his vast 
fortune. He eaid that those he 
had named as connected with the 
alleged conspiracy knew of the de- 
signs of Mrs. Barnett and aided 
her. 

New Evidence Talked Of. 

Selby said that all was in readi- 
ness for the grand jury investiga- 
tion when he received a telegram 
from William B. Mitchell, Solicitor 
of the Department of Justice and 
at the time acting Attorney-Gen- 
eral, stating he had received a tele- 
phone message from Attorney-Gen- 
eral Sargent, who was then in 
Vermont, directing him to defer 
action by the grand jury until new 
evidence could be submitted.

which said that the instructions of 
the Attorney-General had been re- 
ceived after Work had communi- 
cated with Sargent. Selby said he 
di@not knoW what information 
Work had given Sargent, but that 
no new evidence had been present- 
ed to him, although he was in 
charge of the case.

He first came into the national 
‘limelight in 1906 when he  pro- 
moted the lightweight champion- 
'ship fight between Battling Nelson 
and Joe Gans, the Negro. 

Rickard had gone to the Nevada 
gold fields to retrieve his fortune 
which had been impajred by a 
streak of bad luck at Nome, 

Rickard threw together 
framework of “The Northern” sa- 
loon and reproduced the gambling 
houses he had owned in Dawson 
and Nome. 

“The Northern™ resort was the 
scene Of what old timers said were 
the greatest gambling plays ever 
witnessed on the desert. The sky 
was the limit, and promoters 
and wild catters were said to 
have “got all the excitement they 
craved,” frequently laying $19,000 
on the turn of a card. 

Through Rickard’s efforts. the 
Gans-Nelson fight was held in 
Goldfield as a community affair. 
Old timers deny that Rickard con- 
ceived the idea, saying John 
Mateer, a reporter from Santiago, 
where he had served under Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, wrote the first 
message to the Gans-Nelson fight 
promoters on his own  responsi- 
bility, saying Goldfield citizens 
would put up a purse of $30,900 to 
Stage the fight on Labor day. 

The story is that Mateer showed 
the message to Rickard, and that 
the latter joined heartily in the

After the 1907 panic, business 
dwindled at “The Northern.” 
Rickard left the saloon to his part- 
ners and moved across the street 
to the Palace bar, where he tried 
his fortune, but without success.

Painting and Sculpture Vividly . Portraying 


State’s History Completed 111% Years 
at a Cost of $1,009,003. 


| story of Missouri, as told 
in painting and sculptur e in 
the Capitol at Jefferson City, 
has been placed between covers in 
the profusely illustrated report of 
the Capitol Decoration Commis- 
sion. The report was prepared by 
Prof. John Pickard of the Uni- 
versity of Missouri, chairman of 
the commission, which gave 11% 
years to its task, sccomplished 
with the expenditure of $1,009,- 
003.10. 

Those who have viewed the 
Capitol interior know that its art 
not only is of high merit, but is 
of close pertinence to the history 
and resources of Missouri. Much 
of the subject matter is historical 
incident, and the more general 
themes are in no case out of har- 
mony with the central idea» Like 


, the famous “Biblé of St. Mark's.” 


in the cathedral mosaics of Ven- 
ice, the walls and windows of 
Missouri's Capito. are an open 
volume of the State’s growth and 
its attractions. 

The paintings are reproduced 
in half-tone, but not in color, in 
the book. Color printing would 
have made a more beautiful, and 
a much costlier book: but the 
present handsomely printed and 
bound volume will serve to re- 
fresh the recollections of those 
who have seen the originals, and 
to prompt others to see them. 
‘Brangwyn’s Paintings. 

Frank Brangwyn’s paintings in 
the domes, upper and lower. are 
the first of the mural works re- 
produced and described. “The His- 
toric Landing” is that of the La- 
clede-Chouteau party im 1764. for 
the Younding of St. Louis. Next 
is “The Pioneers,” chosen because 
of its brilliant color and expres- 
give detail for reproduction in the 
recent Fiftieth Anniversary Num- 
ber of the Post-Dispatch. “The 
Home-Makers” and “The Build- 
ers” are the themes of the two 
other large pendentives. “Earth.” 
“Water.” “Air” and “Fire,” in the 
lower dome, are also by Brang- 
wyn, as is the allegorical treat- 
ment of the great dome’s center. 

The 16 pendentives of the four 
small domes were done hy Alien 
T. True of Denver. a pupil of 
Brangwyn. The subjects are early 
types in the settlement and devel- 
opment of the State. Most of these 
types, as the trapper. the buffals 
hunter, the facteur and the river 
pilot, belong to the history not onl; 
of Missouri, but of the Mississippi 
Valley. 

Personalities and incidenfs’ of 
Missouri’s annals gre shown in the 
decorations of the Senate Cham- 
ber. The large window shows a 
landing of De Soto.

Cars in St. Louis Stolen 
in 1928, According to 
Record. 


Automobile thieves operating in 
St. Louis in the last 11 years have 
cost motorists and insurancey com- 
panies $3,771,700, according to 
statistics compiled by underwriters 
and police and made public today. 

To cope with the increasing 
number of automobile thefts, the 


underwriters will request the next 
Police Board to increase the per- 
sonnel of the police auto theft bu- 
reau from 10 detectives to 30. : 

During 1928 one out of every 85 
passenger cars in St. Louis was 
stolen, according to the data. With 
a registration of 157,275 passenger 
cars, there were 6214 cars reported 
stolen, of which 4695 were later re- 
covered, leaving 519 still out. Au- 
tomobiles stolen elsewhere and re- 
covered in St. Louis numbered 
355. 

In the period of 11 years, 30,- 
452 cars were stolen and 25,454 
recovered. 

The underwriters compute re- 
covery of a stolen car costs an av- 
erage of $50 in towing and repairs, 
a total of $1,272,700 for all the 
cars recovered in the last 11 years. 

An average valuation of $500 is 
placed on the 4998 stolen cars not 
recovered, or a total of $2,499,000. 
Combination of these two totals 
makes the grand total $3,771,700.

Mo., to Leachville, Ark... and be 
permitted to aquire ownership of 
the Gidecn & North Island Kall 
road, the Deering Southwestern 
and the Blytheville, Leachville & 
Arkansas Southern. 

Further action by the Commis- 
sion will be necessary before fina) 
decision on the pending proposals 
is made, 

At the same time the Sullivan 
report questionéd the advisability 
of allowing the S8t.

| In these days of so much com-

or, most of us like to be

v or different ideas in enter- 
| taining, even though some of these 
new ideas may be very old ones 
| that have been dug up out of the 
past, dusted off, as it were, and 
slightly refurbished to make them 
acceptable to modern minds. Most 
of our holidays carry certain tradi- 
tions in the way of foods, in dec- 
orations, and in the arrangement of 
our entertaining. In some cases 
these are family traditions and oc- 
casionally are racial or national 
ones. 
lor the New Year. 

We will make mention first of 
one of Our traditional foods for this 
period—the New Year’s cake. This 
is a slightly sweetened crisp but 
thick cookie, generously fil led with 
caraway seeds, 

To make it work together one 
cup of sugar and three-fourths of 
a cup of shortening, and when 
well blended beat in two eggs. Next 
add one-half cup of milk. Sift two 
cups of flour with one-half tea- 
spoon of salt and one teaspoon of 
baking powder. Add to the first 
mixture with three tablespoons of 
caraway seeds and one teaspoon of 


grated lemon rind. Add enough 
more flour to make a dough that 
can be easily rolled—it will take 
about two cups. 

Turn out on a floured board, 


roll to one-fourth inch thickness 
and cut into oblongs about one and 
one-half inches wide and three 
inches long. Brush each with milk, 
place on a greased baking pan and 
bake in a hot oven for 15 minutes, 
or until delicately browned. 

For the Bridge Party. 

A novel and quite new dessert 
that is equally fitting for the after- 
noon bridge or for the commany 
dinner combines a gelatine dessert 
and ice cream. Soak one table- 
spoon of gelatine in three table- 
spoons of cold water for five min- 
utes, then dissolve it in one-half 
cup of hot fruit juice. Add this to 
a can of ready prepared fruit sal- 
ad mixture and pour it into a shal- 
low, wet pan. Set aside to chill 
and harden. 

Make or buy one quart of good 
vanilla ice cream and, at serving 
time, cut the gelatine mixture into 
pieces the same*size as the slices 
of ice cream, Cut sponge cake in- 
to the same sized pieces, and one- 
quarter inch thick. Place the slice 
of gelatine on the sponge cake, and 
the ice cream on the gelatine. Gar- 
nish with a maraschino cherry and 
a few chopped pistachio nuts. 


SPANISH LIMA BEANS 


They Are Highly Seasoned Like 
_ All Dishes from Spain. 
Spanish lima beans are cooked 
according to an old country recipe 
which calls for one cup dried lima 
beans, three-fourths cup diced 
bacon, two or three onions, one 
can tomato puree, two bay leaves, 
one-half teaspoon salt, one-half 


teaspoon pepper, one-half teaspoon 
paprika and two tablespcons flour. 
Soak the beans over night in 
cold water and cook slowly for 
two hours or until soft. Fry the 
diced Star bacon in a skillet, add 
the onions and cook until evenly 
browned. Add the tomato puree, 
bay leaves, seasoning and flaur. 
Cook for a few minutes, then add 
the beans drained. Serve as the 
main dinner dish, garnish with 
sauted tomatoes, chopped parsley 
or sauted rings of green pepper.

MAKE A NOODLE RING 


The Food Fashion Mode of the Day 
Includes This Novelty. 

We hear a lot these days about 
noodle rings. Here is an easy way 
of preparing and cooking a noodle 
ring which in reality is a combina- 
tion dish which makes a whole 
meal by the addition of a salad and 
a light dessert. 

Take one cup dry noodles, 
cups boiling water, two eggs, one- 
half teaspoon salt, one tablespoon 
chopped parsley, one tablespoon 
butter and dry stale bread crumbs. 
Drop noodles into boiling water 
and boil briskly for 20 minutes. 
Drain thoroughly. Beat eggs, add 
noodles, salt and parsley. Butter a 
small ring mold and line it with 
crumbs. Tifrn in noodles and bake 
in a moderate oven until firm. Turn 
out onto a hot platter; fill center 
with creamed tuna fish and gar- 
nish with buttered peas. 


Oyster Cocktail. 
Arrange four to eight oysters 
fopfeach person, on half shells on 
cracked ice, placing them around 
a small cocktail glass set down in 
the center of the ice. Or mix the 
oysters with the sauce-and put 
them in a cocktail glass. To make 
the sauce combine one cup canned 
tomato catsup, one-half cup lemon 
juice, two tablespoons chili sauce. 
four drops tabasco sauce, one-half 
teaspoon salt, one-eighth teaspoon 
pepper.

EAVING the Sesquicentennia! 
[ crounas at Philadelphia shortly 

after the announcement that 
Gene Tunney had deposed Jack 
Dempsey as the heavyweight box- 
ing champion of the world, ‘the 
Governor of Pennsylvania spied 
William Muldoon making his way 
through the rain and teld him 
there was room for him jn his 
limousine. But Muldeon's attire 
had become so drenched that he 
thought it advisable as a protection 
against catching cold to indulge in 
a long, brisk walk, which he did 
all the way to the Broad Street 
Station, a distance of some seven 
nmiiles. 

As he marched down lDhilade}]- 
phia’s spacious thoroughfare at 
midnight with the dense moving 
throngs which included the finest 
citizenry of the land, Muldoon was 
struck by the thought of what dif- 
ferent conditions had prevailed on 
that torrid July afternoon which 
marked the cecasion of another 
championship fistic contest of 37 
years previous. Then, not only had 
he to battle the mobs to save the 
champion from souvenir fiends, 
who all but tried to carry away the 
very fist that had beaten Kilrain, 
but he hid ‘to assist Sullivan in 
evading the police, as Gov. Lowry 
of Mississippi waa determined to 
place the contestants and all con- 
cerned under arrest. It looked for 
a time as though he would even 
make out a case against the North- 
western R. R. for transporting par- 
ties to a prize fight ‘to the bat- 
tle ground, 

The Under Dog’s Fate.

‘Beauty Costs Nearly Two Billions a Y ear 


But the Real Beauties Do Not Buy Theirs 


By Sally MacDougall. 


NEW YORK. 

IGURES that were recently 
F compiled by a statistician con- 

nected with the beauty busi- 
ness reveal that more money is 
spent for cosmetics and the beauti- 
fying business in this country than 
anywhere else in the world. The 
latest figure is nearly  $2,- 
000,000,000 a year. 

Research indicates the bulk of 
beauty buying is done by women 
who were born to bloom unsung 
and unnoticed by the world. 

Acknowledged beauties declared 
that they are too busy to go in for 
that sort of leisurely and expensive 
coddling. And men connoisseurs, 
to recognize 
beauty and discover it for the 
world, admitted that loveliness, as 
they judge it, has little to do with 
any ingredient that can be applied 
from the outside. 

“Popular standards for judging 
beauty have undergone a great 
change for the better in recent 
years, The public, like the artist, 
now demands more than a beauti- 
ful face and a well proportioned 
body,” said Arnold Genthe, who, in 
addition to having spent a good 
part of his life photographing 
beautiful women, has served on 
prize contest juries and discovered 
several girls who went out from 
his studio to become stars in mov- 
ing pictures.
